(MEDS/CDB)} OVERPAYMENT RECOVERY INDICATOR (ORI) SYSTEM

Food Stamp regulations (7 CFR 273.18 (k) (5)) require that 3tate
agencies identify at certification nouseholds that owe
outstanding payments on a prior overissuance claim. The Stzte
tntends to comply with this requirement utilizing the ORI System
on the MEDS HNetwork.

The MEDS data base has recently been expanded to allow for future
expansion of the ORI field to six bytes which will significantly
inerease the information sharing capability of the system. This
expansion will permit the use of the ORI field not only to comply
with the Food Stamp requirement stated above, but also to
facilitate the transfer of informaticn relating to bothh %the
reestablishment of Food Stamp cases and the inter-county transfer
(ICT) of AFDC cases with outstanding balances.

This letter is to reguest County suggestions as to what
information should be captured in a six byte field.
